tiction. He was the leading counsel 
for the defense of President Johnson 
m his trial before the senate; was at- 
torney general of the United States 
from July 1868, to Mareh, 1869; was one 
of the lawyers appointed by PrMidenH 
Grant in 1871 to defend the interests of 
th« United States before the tribunal 
that met at Geneva to settle the Ala- 
bama claims, and became secretary of 
state under President Hayes.

Speoner Amendment Finally 


Adopted by the Senate 


8ENATOB HOAE HOLDS OUT 


Veto* AgalMt Hit Party For the Flrtt 


Time MI » Strict Party Vote—Bacon 
Arraigns Administration For "Coer- 
cion" and Talks of "Plunderers" 


tVashiagton, Feb. 28.—Tuts array ap- 


l>ropriathM» bill, containing the proposi- 
tions of the Republican majority for the 
temporary government of the Philip- 
pines and for the future relations be- 
tween the United States und Cuba, was 
passed at 12:54 a. m. today. 


Many amendments were offered 
10 


both propositions, but were voted down. 
The original Spooner amendment was 
amended regarding franchises as pro- 
posed by Mr. Hoar, the latter propo- 
Bition having bceii accepted by the ma- 
jority on Tuesday. 


Throughout the session the army ap- 


propriation bill was under discussion, 
the controverted questions being the 
Kpooner Philippine amendment aud the 
Platt Cuban amendment. 


The debate and the final Tote on the 


amendment were very remarkable for 
two things: 
BHrst, that Senator Hoar, 


tor the first time in his political career, 
voted against his party on a strict partj 
rote, and, second, that it reunited the 
Democrats of all factions and sections, 
the party 
mustering a solid 
front 


against the Spooner amendment. 


Curiously enough, the debate was con- 


fined entirely to the Democratic side 
of the chamber, with one exception. 
Both amendments were denounced as 
ricions and pernicious legislation, sub- 
versive of the principles of this govern- 
ment and unparalleled in the history 
of legislative enactments. 


Mr. Bacon *f 
Georgia had been 


thoroughly aroused by reports that the 
Democratic members bad been induced 
by questionable 
means to withdraw 


their opposition to the proponed legis- 
lation. 
His arraignment of the admin- 


istration for "coercing" congress into 
enacting such provisions in the closiug 
hours of the session was sensationally 
fierce, and he declared that the only 
possible object of such action was that 
the "plunderers and vultures" might 
have an opportunity to prey upon the 
prostrate land of the Filipinos. 


Senators Turner, Tillman, Pettlgrew, 


Hoar, Teller, Mallory, Lindsay, Culber- 
son. Jones (Ark.), Money, Allen and 
others addressed the senate, all of them 
denouncing the proposed legislation. 


Mr. Hoar expressed the conviction 


that a great change is going on in the 
minds of the American people and of 
the Republican party as to the policy 
to be pursued in the Philippines. 


"Our fathers did not penetrate into 


a position their, children cannot hold,'' 
lie said, and he was satisfied that when 
the light should come they would be 
found to adhere to the jfre.it Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
In view of this 


change of sentiment he cor«'dered it 
better to postpone further discussion in 
order that the change might go on. 


"'Although," he said. "I am opposed 


to the proposition contained 
in this 


amendment to commit to five men des- 
potic power over 12,000.000 of men. yet 
I bear In mind that that power Is now 
rfud will for some time in the future 
be exercised by one man. 
I do not, 


therefore, think it wise to bring on an 
extra session of congress by what would 
in the end be unavailing opposition." 


Continuing Mr. Hoar predicted that 


the proposed legislation in the Philip- 
pines would "wipe out the last hope 
that the example of the United States 
is to continue to work out its great re- 
sult in the ideas of downtrodden peo- 
ple of the rest of the world. You may, 
lie declaimed, in conclusion, "talk about 
benevolent assimilation and use other 
honeyed phrases, but your act is pure, 
Simple, undiluted, unchecked despo- 
tism." 


At the night session Mr. Teller de- 


clared passionately thot he had never 
expected to live, indeed he regretted 
that he had lived, to see the day when 
the ordinary rights of citizens were de- 
nied people under the American flag. 


It looked as if the vote was about to 


be taken, when the venerable Massa- 
chusetts senator, Mr. Hoar, arose. 
"There is one principle of constitutional 
liberty not yet slain," said he, "and I 
will give it a chance tonight." 


He then offered an amendment pro- 


Aiding that no official of the Philip- 
pines, vested with legislative power, 
•hould exercise judicial or executive 
power and vice veraa, "to the end that 
tbe government might be one of law, not 
men." Tbe amendment was rejected- 
ayes, 20; noes, 43. 
• At last the decisive moment had ar- 
rived. 
It was now 10:30 p. in. The 


senate had been in session continuously 
•ince 11 o'clock in the morning. 
The 


vote was taken upon tbe 
amended 


Bpooner resolution, which was adopted 
—yeas, 45; nays, 27. 
Mr. Hoar was 


the only Republican voting witb the 
minority. 


The Philippine amendment as agreed 


to in the senate is as follows: 


"All military, civil and judicial pow- 


'ers necessary to govern tbe Philippine 
islands, acquired from Spain by the 
treaties concluded at Pnris on th«» 10th 
day of December, 189$, aud at Washing- 
ton on the 7th day of November, 1900, 
•kail, until otherwise provided by con- 
£!*•*,.be vested in such manner as the 
President of tbe United States shall di- 
rect, for tbe establishment of civil gov- 
ernment and for maintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants of said islands 
in tbe free enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and religion. 


"Provided, that all franchises grant-

tion or for military or naval purposes, 
or iii any other manner, aii.v foothold; or 
authority, or right, over any portion of 
Cuba. 


2— The government will not permit 


Ha territory to be used .is a base of 
operations for war against the United 
States or against any foreign nation. 
( 


3— The government of Cuba accepts 


in its entirety the treaty of Paris, in 
which are affirmed the rights of Cuba. 
nnd the obligations which are explicitly 
indicated, and especially those which , 
the international law imposes for thr 
protection of life anil property, sub- 
stituting itself for the United States in 
the pledgft which they assumed in that 
sense, according te articles 12 and 1(52 
of the treaty ot Paris. 


4— Cuba recognizes as legally valid 


all acts of the military government dur- 
ing the period of occupation, also the 
rights arising out of liicui, in conformity 
•with the joint resolution and the For- 
aker amendment an^. the existing laws 
of the country. 


5.— The governments of the United 


States and Cuba ought to regulate their 
commercial relations by means of a 
treaty based on reciprocity and with 
tendencies toward free trade in natural 
nnd manufactured products, mutually 
assuring ample special advantages In 
their respective markets. 


The preamble outlines the wishes of 


the Washington executive regarding fu- 
ture relations. 
It asserts that the con- 


vention understood the dcsiw of thr> ex- 
ecutive to be to bring about these spe- 
cified relations, with the object of pre- 
serving the independence of Cuba, and 
that the suggestion -as to naval stations 
was made on these lines. "But this in 
itself," the preamble goes on.lo say. 
"would militatfe -Sgaiust the Indepen- 
dence which both' parties desire to pre- 
serve." 


Regarding the other conditions sug- 


gested for preserving

such as raising loans, tbe preamblt

the steam, and the food retains a greater 
supply of ash, line and other such sub- 
stances -than nature requires for the 
amount of food taken into the system.

one for the hnnaa race. It began some- 
where baek ia the prehistoric ages as a 
tad aad has coatiaued to work havoc 
with hunaoity ever since. It is more 
disastreas than tbe tobacco habit: 


I would suggest as a daily diet plenty 


of fruit for breakfast and supper. Cereals 
and nuts are the meat, though I have no 
object ion to arisd beef for the diet of a 
well persaa. 


There ar« millions of things a person 


can eat without cooking. All vegetables 
are better raw than cocked. Onions, rad- 
ishes, tomatoes, turnips, carrots, lettuce, 
cucumbers, mustard and numerous other 
garden products could be mentioned.

Not content with topplint the 


busy little bee o.7 her pinnacle of vir- 
tues, it goes on to attack the ant, for so 
long held a pattern and moral of thrift. 


Ants, say the wise men, have about ev- 


ery bad trait of humanity—they are lazy, 
greedy, tyrannous, given to conquests 
and coveting the territory of th^ir neigh- 
bors. Along with the territory they of- 
teaer thaa not take the neighbors them- 
selves, holding them ever after in slav- 
ery.Just how this comes to pass is some- 
thing of a pucelc. There are seven hun- 
dred odd species of aats duly classified. 


Several of these species, say observ- 


ers, must possess hypnotic power, sinoo 
they attack, subjugate and reduce to 
slavery other species which are much 
bigger, stronger and more populous in 
the nests. • 


After they fcave got their slaves many 


other e,ueer things happen. The slaves 
in some nests are claB.sified—so many told 
off us seldiers to defend the gates, so 
many for domestic duties, foraging, the 
care of eggs, and so on. The soldier ants 
are further subdivided. The larger num- 
ber, 
by cosEtant exercise, develop fierce 


nipping jaws and poison stings. The oth- 
ers in some curious fashion increase the 
size ef their heads, especially if they 
happen to be confide-ably bigger than 
their masters. 
The big heads enable 


taera ta bleck a passageway against an 
invading fee. 


Exceptienally elastic slaves are trans- 


formed iato living honey bottles. 
They 


are foui.d with abdomens enormously 
distended and fall of the honey dew the 
rrorkiag slaves bring in. 
Honey dew, 


be it said, is a secretion of the^aphides, or 
plant liee, which the ant swarms keep in 
herds within the nest. 


Ants are passionately fond of honey- 


indeed, ef all sweat juices. They are, 
further, fend of mushrooms and grow 
them witflia their nests. They also culti- 
vate certain species of orchids and bring 
abeut distitct modifications of the plant 
form, stinging tha yeuns tender stems 
so fiercely that they will become almost 
globular and distill a. thin semisaccharine 
juice, vrhich the aats no doubt regard as 
rare wine. 
One paiticular species of 


orchid, indeed, is so infested with a 
virulent stinging ant that the collection 
of it is very daagsrous. 
The minute 


the plant is touched all the ants swarm- 
ing over it rush to the point of attack. 
That is, however, less curious than the 
fact that the orchid will not flourish 
withent the ants, but withers away after 
a feeble, straggling year's growth. 


Seme few amen; slaveholding ants re- 


main capable. 
The most part become 


utterly demoralized. They cannot build 
nests, care for their yeung, or even feed 
themselves. 
Not a few, when the slaves 


have chosen and built a new nest, ride to 
it upon a slave's hack. One^species is 
noteworthy fer haying, only slaves for 
workers, yet never containing within the 
Bests any slave eggs or young. 
As with bees, the queen ant is the 


mother of the swarm. Unlike bees, how- 
ever, there are often several queens in 
the same swarm. The workers are rudi- 
meatary females. 
In slavemaking the 


victers kill all the perfect ants and take 
home tke ethers. 
Perfect males and females have wings, 


which they drop as scon as the marriage 
flight is over. 
Worker ants have no 


winga. Werker ants, or, rather slaves, 
and the aphis cows by no means exhaust 
the list of ant dependents. 
They keep 


various smaller insects as men keep do- 
mestic aaiaals. Just why is not yet 
clear. The fact remains, though, that in 
the crannies of seme Beets herds of a 
thousand almost invisible small creatures 
have been found. 


A year is the average span of ant life, 


but some species live five years and ex- 
ceptional individuals as much as seven. 
All species show the liveliest concern for 
their eggs, lugging them up into sunshine 
upon fair days aad scuttling back with 
them the stimute tbe sky is overcast. 
Upen a fitkle April day the eggs may 
be moved a half dezea times. They are 
nearly as regardful of the aphis eggs. In- 
deed, threnghent they protect their milk 
kine, shelter them fell and take pains in 
reariag their young. 


Hespitality is net unknown among ants. 


A stranger guest receives distinguished 
considerstiea. But wee te the stranger 
ant that cemes uainvited. He is hustled 
aad puMMelei and fiaslly hurt mortally 
unless he saves himself by showing su- 
perior flghtiag pewer or possessing a 
clean pair of heels. After he is dewn a 
mere squirming trunk, bereft of legs, un- 
able te bite,' the slaves lsv hold on him 
and drsg hilt outside the nest to die. 
Possibly it is an ant superstition that bad 
luck fellows a straager's dfsth. in the 
house. 
Formic acid, tie distinctive act prod- 


net, is one ef the greatest vegetable stim- 
ulants IraewD. The earth ef a nest be- 
comes se saturated with it that some peo- 
ple explain the faaeus Hindoo mango 
trick by supposing that the mango seed 
which comes to lower and fruit before 
your eyes is planted hi a pot of aat heap 
earth. 


However that taay he, it is established 


beyond cavil that ants of some species 
cultivate and presumably fertilize their ^ 
favorite foed stuffs. Cases in point are 
the trimmer snts and the harvesting ants, 
both of which abound in the state of 
Texas. The trimmers prune a sort of 
weed which is to their taste so that it 
shall grow strong and sturdy. The bar- 
vesting ants go even beyond that. They 
clear disks several yards across round- 
about their nests of all manner of vege- 
tation, then plant the disks with ant rice, 
which they watch and tend until it rip- 
ens, letting no vacrant or alien, twig show 
its head.—New YnrU Sun

By the acceptance of these amendment 
the president is authorized to require 
reasonable concessions from Cuba in 
the interest of the permanent peace of 
island and in the interest of United 
States security 'and tranqullity; also 
he is authorized to exercise the full 
powers of government in the Philip- 
pines until congress may otherwise 
provide. 


In -.permitting these amendments to 


be adopted the democracy has ignobly

Criticism of Co-Operative 
Banks 


The savings banks commissioners are 


disposed to criticise the conduct of 
some of the co-operative banks of the 
state in its report on these institutions 
sent to the legislature yesterday. The 
board says: 


"In the opinion! of this board, the con- 


dition of affairs as shown in the state- 
ment of loans makes it aprwrent that 
some ofl the co-operative banks of this 
commonwealth are at present passina 
through a crucial period of their ex- 
istence. 


"This condition of affairs has been 


brought about, it would seem, by a de- 
sire in the past to too greatly extend 
the number and business of the banks, 
especially in the larger cities; too many 
shares have been issued, and conse- 
quently more money ha« been offered 
for sale than the demand of actual 
"home seekers" has 
reo.uired, and 


loarl? have been made to unreliable par- 
ties' ard upon undesirable property, in 
order to keep the money of the bank 
enT)loyed. 


The report shows 126 c'b-operative 


banks, with assets of $27,721,748.43, three 
collateral loan companies with assets of 
$849,303.59. During the 12 months end- 
ing October 31, 1900 the banks have re- 
ceived $6,379,265 in monthly dues: this 
is anl excess 
ofl $279,565.50 over 
the 


amount received in the year previous. 


Out of the whole number of members 


only about 21.68 per eeiA have availed 
themselves of the privilege of borrowing 
upon mortgages of real estate, which is 
the primary object for which the banks 
were established.

SUPT. FOWLER'S REPORT. 


Williamstown Roads Are in Fairly Good 


Condition—Some Recommendations. 


The report of I. S. Fowler, superin- 


tendent of roads, will soon be handed 
to the board of selectmen to be in- 
cluded in the town rep'ort. It will state 
that the roads are in fairly good con- 
dition fcs this season of the year and 
will contain a short resume of the 
year's work. 


The most important 
improvement 


made by the superintendent was the 
grading of Clark hill on the upper 
part of Glen street, which work was 
accomplished at a cost of nearly 5300. 
Tnis work included the cutting off of 
the top of the hill and filling in at the 
bottom, and also the raising 'of the 
bridge over the brock to correspond 
with the raise in the road at the foot of 
the hill. Water street was covered 
with gravel its entire length, which re- 
quired 400 loads, and nearly 300 loads 
more were placed on the road'from the 
Hancock line to the home of George 
Sweet in South Williamstown. 
The 


other work -consisted of the minor re- 
pairs 'of the roads'. 
The appropria- 


tion has been exceeded by a consider- 
able amount. 


In speaking of the coming year, the 


superintendent will recommend a large 
appropriation for the working and re- 
pairing of the" roads and will also ask 
for a separate appropriation 'of $400 for 
railing's. This appropriation is badly 
needed, the superintendent believes. At 
present the building of new railings 
comes from the regular appropriation 
for roads.

Known am Cleopatra'* Tllinei and 


Vi'orlcvd by tlie Rouiaui. 


What are known as the emerald mines 


of Cleopatra lie in the mountain range 
that extends for a loiig distance par- 
allel to ibo Bed sea and a few leagues 
west of the coast, in a latitude rather 
south of Eofu, ou the Nile. This, like 
tsuKe other parts of the region—such as 
tliu porphyry quarries of Jebel Dokhau— 
•was Jar better known than it is now and j 
inert1 thickly peopled about 20 centuries ' 
ago, 
and only during the last hundred | 


years, so fa- as we know, have isolated 
cxploreM. at loiix intervals found their 
way into the treasure bouse of ancient 
fcpypt. 
; 


When its rulers first used the emerald 


for personal adornment is uncertain. 
Whether the large, clear green stones 
which, Recording to ancient authorities, 
i 


ornntnfuted tlie Kjr.rptian temples were 
really emeralds is a matter of dispute, ; 
but us this gem, owing to its regular 
bhape, which is coraoionly a six sidtd i 
prism, with its beautiful tint, stands less , 
in need of the lapidary's art than many 
others it probably formed part of the 
regalia of princes at a very early period. 


That it wns known to the Romans is 


certain, ami the mines now revisited used 
to send their treasures to the gem cut- 
ters of the capital. Ever since- then the 
stone has been highly esteemed. These ] 
mines of the nerthern Ethbai seem to : 
Lave remained untouched since the de- ' 
clinc? and fail of Rome caused them to be 
dcoertod. 
Aectvding to Mr. MacAllis- 


ter, the workings are only small passages, 
hardly more thau burrows, excavated in 
the emerald bearing cyst and sometimes 
extending for a long distance. 


Mauy scattered ruins may also be seen 


—dwellings, \vatelitowers and 
tombs— 


besides those of the fen settlements. In 
those, no doubt, the mining population 
used to live, and the difference in style 
suggests they were occupied for a long 
time. Some are mere hovels, very rough- 
ly built; others show a more caiefu! con- 
struction, while a third group are well 
finished. 
Mr. MacAllister also fount! 


three rock cut temples, for the soft stone 
lends itself to that kind of architecture. 
He thinks that their pillars, though very 
primitive in style, indicate Egyptian de- 
signs, with traces of Greek influence. 
One, 
indeed, contains a crumbling in- 


scription in that language. 


Broken pottery, sometimes ornament- 


ed, is abundant, but there is no evidence 
that the neighborhood attracted visitors 
for any business purposes. Notwith- 
standing this there was in those times a 
settled instead of a nomad population, 
and travelers once must have been rather 
frequent, for in one place many draw- 
ings of persons, animals and tribal marks 
are scratched upon the rocks. Some of 
the figures evidently are much older than 
others, but as a whole they recall to 
memory the Sinaitic inscriptions which 
Boiae 40 years ago were believed to be 
memories of the wanderings of the Isra- 
elites.—Geographical Journal.

Few peODie reclize what an important 


organ the nose is. It is the first of the 
organs of respiration, and unless its 
functions are well performed the whole 
breathing process is deranged. The nos- 
trils are not open eafities with smooth 
walls through which the air passes in and 
cut, as it would through a rubber tube. 
They are divided into several compart- 
ments by bony projections covered with 
mucous membrane, and the volume of air 
in entering is broken up into several 
streams, so that all of it comes in contact 
with the lining membrane. 


Tliis warm and moist membrane catch- 


es the dust and other impurities and 
warms the air so thai it will do no harm 
when coming in contact with the more 
delicate membrane in the bronchial tubes 
eud lungs. 


When the nose is stcppci' up from any 


cause, one must breathe through the 
mouth, and if this is continued for any 
length of time the general health will in- 
evitably suffer. 


The mouth itself suffers first. The mu- 


cous membrane loses its moisture and be- 
comes inflamed. The air is nsitber warm- 
ed nor purified, and it irritates the lining 
membrane of the air passages all the way 
down to the lungs, so that a condition of 
sluggish inflammation ia excited. 


But the general effects are more serious 


than the local. Oae who is a mouth 
breather never gets enough air. Dt^ring 
the day be suffers less in this respect, for 
the nerve centers are more active and 
force the respiratory muscles to act more 
energetically, but at night this vigilance 
is relaxed, the amount of inspired air is 
greatly reduced and all the tissues suffer 
for want of oxygen. For this reason the 
month breather • always feels tired and 
out of sorts in the morning. 


The mind suffers as well as the body, 


«nd mouth breathing children are almost 
always backward in their studies. 


The question of the cause of month 


breathing, or rather of nasal obstruction, 
on which the mouth breathing depends, 
must be reserved for a"hotber article. As 
n rule, it is easily found on examination 
by the physician and can be removed 
without dilficulty. What we would insist 
tspon here is the absolute necessity of its 
early remoral. 


A child who always breathes with open 


mouth and whose voice has a nasal 
twang should be examined and treated 
nt the earliest possible moment, for the 
longer the trouble exists the worse it is 
for the child mentally, morally and phys- 
ically.—Youth's Companion.

Mr-. Georje Lynch, the London war 


artist and correspondent now on his 
way bomu from Peking, has given to 
the New York World the uewest facts 
from the scene of the present trouble 
in China. He says that Hussiu, France 
and Germany have treated the Chinese 
atrociously and that these powers are 
scheming to grab more Chinese terri- 
tory-. He believes that the conflict be- 
tween China ind the powers will be 
renewed. He says-: 


The latest dispatches from Peking 


tell of an imperial edict ordering the 
punishment by execution, suicide or 
banishment of eight noblemen and one 
general as partial reparation to the of- 
fended powers. This, it is said, Is not 
exactly waat the ministers demanded, 
but they will probably accept it. 


Prince Titan and Duke Lan, It ap- 


pears, are to be disgraced and exiled; 
Prince Chwang, Ying Nien and Chao 
Shu Chiao are to be ordered to commit 
suicide; Hsu Chen Yu, Yu Hslen and 
Ki Haln are to be beheaded, while 
there is a private understanding that 
General Tung Fu Hsiang's life will be 
taken as soon as possible. 


Prince Tuan and Duke Lan to be dis- 


graced means about as much to them 
as a scolding to a mischievous school- 
boy. Their exile will be nothing but a 
brief removal to some other province. 
As for the princes to be beheaded, 
there is many a slip between the Chi- 
nese sword and the head. 
Probably 


we shall receive reports of the behead- 
ing in due season, but the probabilities 
are that three low caste Chinese sub- 
stitutes will have been executed. Such 
things happen regularly. 


The taree princes ordered to commit 


suicide may possibly do so. We are 
cure to receive reports that they have 
taken their own lives. The form fol- 
lowed in these cases is full of ceremo- 
nial usage. 
If a nobleman must die, 


Le considers it a great honor to re- 
ceive from the emperor a silken cord 
which a court messenger puts in his 
hands. The silken cord itself is a com- 
mand to the recipient to use it to stran- 
gle himself with. The prince receiving 
it goes to' a large room, a chamber re- 
served for state occasions. Thither he 
calls his family and all his dependents 
to witness his exit He makes a little 
speech, gives them fatherly advice, 
tells them that the emperor has invited 
him to die and thereupon, fitting the 
silken noose about his neck, strangles 
himself. 
Etiquette forbids that any 


one should hinder him. 
But as this 


ceremonial taking off occurs far within 
the walls of the condemned prince's 
palace those familiar with the Chinese 
form of veracity may be pardoned If 
they doubt the reports we shall soon 
hear of the suicide of Prince Chwang, 
Ying Nien and Chao Shu Chiao. 


General Tung Fu Hsiang's case is the 


funniest of alL It is as if Mr. Kruger 
should say to Lord Salisbury, "It is 
understood that you shall take De 
Wet's life—wben^you catch him." Gen- 
eral Tung is 500 miles away from for- 
eign invasion and with an army of not 
less than 5.000 nor more than 30,000 
Chinese fighting men under his com- 
mand. 


It seems to me that prospect of a 


peaceful settlement of the Chinese trou- 
ble grows fainter every day. The Rus- 
sian, French and German forces are 
constantly committing acts of violence 
that keep the Chinese in a ferment. 
Undoubtedly the indemnity that these 
nations will demand will be beyond the 
power of the Chinese government to 
pay. 
When the effort is made, the 


country will rise in rebellion. Insur- 
rections are even now begun in several 
provinces. 


In default of the impossible indem- 


nity doubtless the powers will claim I 
more Chinese territory. Then will come j 
a renewal of hostilities. This seems in- 
evitable. The. conduct of the French, 
Germans and Russians from the begin- 
ning of the Chinese trouble up to the 
time I left Peking, two months ago, 
indicates a desire to drive the Chinese 
into insurrection. 


I have been through several wars, 


but in none of them bave I ever known 
the soldiers to be animated with such 
ferocity as in this. Ordinarily the sol- 
dier goes about the business of making 
•war as any other man goes about his 
daily affairs, but in this Chinese expe- 
dition the spirit of slaughter seems to 
prevail everywhere. 


The so called punitive expeditions- 


punitive picnics, I call them—have been 
mere excuses for plunder. 
The Ger- 


mans have been most aggressive in 
these enterprises, with the French and 
Russians a close second. 


The Germans came to Peking two 


weeks after the fighting was over. 
They were naturally eager to take re-

dor, so they began to send out "puni- 
tive expeditions," which ranged in size 
from a battalion to several regiments 
and which ravaged the country in ev- 
ery direction within 20 miles of Pe- 
king. 
The soldiers murdered China- 


men whether they had been Boxers or 
not. 
There seemed to be no control 


over the men. Kill, burn and plunder 
was the rule. Some German formulat- 
ed the rule thai a Boxer could be iden- 
tified by the mark on his right shoul- 
der, caused by bis rifle resting there. 
Thus any Chinese porter or laborer or 
any Chinaman whatsoever who had a 
^o.,-. ,- .•

^« --IT eii-ioHrtpr from 


carrying any e»rt of sharp burden be- 
came by reason of his mark a Boxer. 
It would sound like extravagance to 
try to estimate the scores of Chinese 
who were done to death on this flimsy 
pretext of f!v!d<>n<v». 
in n single In- 


stance that came under my observa- 
tion the Germans tied 76 Boxers to- 
gether by their pigtails and told off a 
firing party at the ratio of four rlflea 
against each Chinaman. The soldiers 
flred volley after volley until the last 
Chinaman fell dead. It was o» if you 
•hould turn a stream of water on a 
•aowbank and hold it there until til* 


last bit v.. 
. 


There Keemod lo be no effort to re- 


etraiii the German Koldicru In these 
"punitive exp—^-^ons" from slaying 
Chinese wherever they chose. 
Then 


looting was carried on without the 
slightest effort of concealment. There 
was no law. no restraint, upon the sol- 
diers. They were crazed by the blood- 
shed and excitement, and 
Su some 


cases young, pretty Chinese women 
who fell into their hands suffered fates 
too horrible to describe or even think 
of. 


Soon after Count von Waldersee, the 


German fluid marshal, came to Pe- 
king to take charge of the allied troops 
General Chaffee, in command of the 
American forces, sent him a letter pro- 
testing vehemently against 
certain 


acts of violence which had disgraced 
civilized nations. General Chaffee re- 
fused to tell exactly what was In tuat 
letter. Count von Waldersee returned 
it to General Ohnffee the same day 
with a note protesting against Its lan- 
guage. 
General Chaffee sent a reply 


which was understood to withdraw 
certain forms of speech, but not to 
modify la any way his indignant com- 
plaint against the atrocities commit- 
ted by some of the German troops. 
Von Waldersee invited General Chaf- 
fee to dinner that evening, and, upon 
his accepting, the incident was consid- 
ered closed. 


Knowing General Chaffee's sturdy, 


honest nature as I do, I have no doubt 
that his letter was a protest in the 
name of humanity against the un- 
speakable outrages committed by some 
soldiers. He could not endure the dis- 
grace of seeing the American flag al- 
lied with any banner under which such 
atrocities were possible.

Would Not Honor PaaBCs. 


Chuck Connors has wrathfully aban- 


doned his dramatic career. Fame and 
fortune were his ia the Bowerx dis- 
trict, and when he attached himself to 
a vaudeville organization it was for 
the purpose of adding to an already 
Well established reputation. Chuck, 
however, was the victim of his friends. 
He issued passes to every admirer, 
from Italian fruit venders to ragged 
newsboys, and the first performance 
found the Bowery theater literally 
packed with "deadheads," says the 
New York correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 


The manager protested on the ground 


that such liberality would not leave- 
sufficient room for the ushers and or- 
chestra. The star loftily declined to 
make any concessions, however, and 
the passes, written in his own peculiar 
style, showered in on the box office. 
When the manager finally ignored 
these requests. Connors began to lose 
caste on the east side. He realised that 
a further continuance in the theatrical 
business meant bis complete downfall.

Boston and IVa'ne Road to 
Increase Wages of Fitch- 
burg Division Conductors 


CONFERENCE 
HELD YESTERDAY 


Men Asked for Readjustment of Runs, 


Hours and Wages, to Conform to 


Other Divis.ons an-j Road will 


Grant Requests 


The conductors of the Fitchburg di- 


vision of the Boston & Maine system 
are to receive an increase in wages, 
and the runs on this division are to be 
r<»i'iijusted. This was agvcea upon yes- 
terday at a conference in Boston be- 
t\s een a committee representing the 
conductors and the officials of the Bos- 
ton & Maine. 


Since the Boston & Maine assumed 


control of the Fitchburg road, last July 
the conductors Lave been working for 
25 cents por day less and making more 
miles per day than the conductors on 
any of the other divisions. The Fitch- 
buig men t'elc that it was only fair 
that they should receive 
the same 


treatment as their brethren 
of 
the 


southern, western and eastern divisions 
The men discussed the matter among 
thems-aives, 'jut nothing definite was 
done, as they felt that perhaps the 
officials of the Boston & Maine would 
readjust matters themselves. 


Six months and more having elapsed 


without anj' action being taken, the 
conductors held a meeting a few days 
ago and it was unanimously voted to 
send a committee to the officials. This 
committee asked for & conference and 
Honday the men were notified tnat 
Superimendent F. O. Melcher of the 
Fitchburg division would give them a 
hearing yesterday afternoon. 


The committee, comprising three of 


the oldest conductors on the Fitch- 
burg- division, were cordially greeted 
by the superintendent, and a long dis- 
cussion followed. The men, in addition 
to asking for an equalization of pay, 
desired that there be a readjustment 
of runs. 


For eight or ten years the conductors 


and crews that ran late trains have 
been obliged to make an early trip 
each m'orning and then lay off until 
evening and begin their regular trips. 
This htvs proved a hardship in many 
instances. 


All this was gone over at the confer- 


ence and- Superintendent Melcher was 
so impie-secl with the justness of the 
complaints that he gave the men his 
v, ord that* the trips would be readjust- 
ed immediately. 


On the matter of -wages Superinten- 


dent Melcher promised the men that 
there W*ould be a readjustment of the 
scale Tithin three months. He also 
pioiiiised Luat \\iiam uia.c time 
tne 


men would be receiving the same 
wages as the conductors on the other 
divisions of the Boston & Maine.

The address was 
warmly received on the part of the 
pupils and abounded in telling illustra- 
tions which put the subject in clear 
light before the pupils' minds. Many 
of the sentiments were warmly en- 
dorsed and at the conclusion of the 
talk the pupils and principal expressed 
their thanks to Mr .Leach by a rising 
vote.
